The opium Smugglers. 

Bismarck, Dak., March li. — Tho 
opium smuggling trial was closed in the 
United States court hero last evening. 
In tho case of Curran, the old man arrest- 
ed for transporting opium from Canada to 
Dakota, the jury disagreed, standing 
eight for acquittal and four for conviction. 
Curran then changed his pleading of not 
guilty and pleaded guilty to tho charge of 
facilitating tho transportation of opium 
hut not to intentionally do wrong. Aftor 
a conference with the attorneys tho casu 
against Curran waa dismissed and sentence 
on the charge to which ho pleaded was 
suspended. Leonard Denver, the man to 
whom the opium was consigned, was sen- 
tenced to seven months in the peniten- 
tiary. It is believed that the action in tho 
case of Curran means that ho will furnish 
evidence that will lead to the arrest of 
those connected with the opium fraud for 
years past. 

A Chicago HcliPiuor. 

Chioa.00, March 14.— Alfred Post, who 
for a long time ran a freight claim hitrean 
in the Home Insurance building, left Chi- 
cago on February 1(5. He is supposed to 
be in Mexico. Some of his acquaintances 
claim that he left to avoid trouble, and 
that his freight claim bureau was nothing 
but a gigantic bubble. Deputy sheriff 
Burke, who levied on some of the 
property to satisfy the judgments of his 
creditors, is under the impression that his 
liabilities will reach the sum of ^00,000. 
Tho bureau which Post ran had amongst 
its stockholders some of the wealthiest 
men in Chicago. Post is also president 
and general manager of the Automatic 
Lubricating Tubular Axlo Company. 

Wreck uuil Less or life. 

NORFOLK, March 14.— The brig Agnes 
Barton wan wrecked about four miles 
below Virginia beach to-night, and six of 
her crew of ten men, including tho cap- 
tain, wore drowned. Fierce gales have 
been raging all along the coast to-day 
and she was blown ashore. Tho brig was 
bound to Baltimore with a cargo of phos- 
phate. 

For a Denili Trap. 
Shamokin, Pa., March 14.— Patrick 
Leonard, Michael Buggy, Peter Near- 
sholski, Vincent Rueasha, John Hall and 
an unknown Hungarian, are imprisoned 
in a gangway of the Black Diamond Mine, 
near Mount Carinel, and it is feared they 
cannot be rescued. While the men were 
at work this morning, about 10 o'clock, a 
rush and fall of coal occurred, completely 
choking up the passage-way on all sides. 
A largo number of men aro trying to dig 
their way to the men, but there is great 
danger that the looso rock and coal will 
fall upon the imprisoned minors and crush 
them to death. Tho mouth of tho mine 
to-night is thronged with excited pooplc, 
including the distressed relatives of the 
minors. 

itfoftliy't Disappointment. 

Washington, March 14. — Recently the 
court of claims allowed Colonel John 8. 
Mosby $14,000 for foes collected by him 
while consul to Hong Kong, but turned 
in'o the treasury instead of being re 
lained. He came here a fow days ago to 
collect the amount, but found to his stir- 
prise an appoal had boon taken by tho 
state department. The time allowed for 
an appoal in this kind of caso is ninety 
days, and the state department took their 
appoal jtiBt when eighty-seven days had 
expired.

TtlK CAPTAIN'S STORY. 

We set sail in the ship from Androssan 
on the 24th day of October, 1888, bound 
on a voyage from thonco to Puget Sound, 
laden with a cargo of genoral goods; tho 
vessel being then tight, staunch and 
strong, victualled and sound and in every 
respect fit to perform her said intended 
voyage; that they proceeded on their voy- 
age via North Channel and meeting with 
heavy gales and stormy weather 
caused part of tho cargo to shift, conse- 
quently tho ship was put back to the Tail 
of the Bank where she arrived on tho 31st; 
of October, where tho cargo was restowed 
under the supervision of tho surveyor, 
proceeding by South Channel. 

No untoward event occurred during thf 
voyage. At noon, on the 25th day oe 
February, 1889, tho ship, by observation, 
was found to be in a position with Capo 
Flattery on tho bearing of north 54 deg. 
E., 394 miles. The error of the compass 
variation and deviation combined, waa 
found to bo 30 deg. easterly and a course 
N N E was set by compass, tho ship run- 
ning off at N Ej E, time was allowed, the 
weather in he meantime having got very 
dark and dirty with a fresh gale from SE. 
The course was continued up till noon of 
following day, the 26th, when tho patent 
log indicated 230 miles. 

The course was then altered toNNE 
iE and sail reduced to topsails and 
courses. At 4 p. m., the weather still 
worse, the course was altered N E by N 
Op. in., tho mainsail and upper topsails 
were taken in, and at 8 p. m. tho ship 
was reduced to two lower topsails and 
foretopmast staysail. Tho weather dur- 
ing the night was very dark and stormy, 
with a strong gale SE and heavy rain at 
intervals. Several casts of the lead were 
taken, but no bottom was found. At 4 
a.m. the log registered 348 miles from the 
last observation, the weather being now 
so thick, dark and foggy that it was im- 
possible to see a ship's length away. Tho 
main topsail was braced back so as to 
make sure of corroct soundings. No 
bottom was found, the register indicating 
93 fathoms. The ship was still kept 
aback; when about 6:15 a.m. breakers 
woro reported ahead. The helm was im- 
mediately put up and the yards trimmed, 
but within five minutes she was within 
the midst of the breakers. The third sea 
swept away the wheel, binnacles and two 
of the boats; the next ono swept every- 
thing from the ducks, the ship bumped 
heavily, and gradually settled down, the 
hatches being blown off in about half an 
hour after th-Bt striking. 

The possibility of doing anything to 
save the ship being hopeless every atten- 
tention was turned to saving tho lives of 
tho crew, which was duly affected with 
tho exception of two who were drowned 
and two who subsequently succumbed 
from the effects of the exposure. After 
remaining in the vicinity of the wreck 
four days and finding it impossible to do 
anything in the way of saving property, 
the ship having completely broken up and 
nothing whatever having come ashore or 
been saved. On Saturday. March 2, the 
master resolved to establish communica- 
tion with all the agents and underwriters, 
and proceeded to Taooma, via Grays Har- 
bor, thence overland to Tacoma, where 
ho duly arrived on tho 9th day of 
March, and arrived in Port Townsend on 
tho 11th inst., in the aftornoon, where 
tho rest of the survivors were assembled. 

And tho said Win. Gibbs, master as 
aforesaid, for himself and for the benefit 
of whom it may concern, herewith ru- 
serves to himself the right to still further 
extend this protest, if need bo.

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BRITAIN'S NA FY. 

It will be remembered that last year 
experiments on u laige scale were tried to 
test the efficiency of the British navy. 
The great Bhnm blockade of the enemy's 
flout resulted in what would, in real war- 
fare, have been disaster to Great Britain. 
Tho report of the manoeuvres was submit- 
ted to Parliament. Tho admirals form- 
ing the committee oxpress themselves sat- 
isfied with the conduct of the officers and 
muii, but they, without hesitation, de- 
clare that Great Britain's naval defences 
are inadequate. Their theory is that, the 
British navy should be able to hold its 
own against the combined fleets of any 
two of the great naval powers. As Brit- 
ain's navy is almost the nation's Bole de- 
fotco against invasion, it will, we think, 
be considered that tho admirals do not 
ask too much. Great Britain can afford 
to have a powerful navy. Her existence 
us a nation may be said to depend on the 
strength of her fleet, and we have no 
doubt that Parliament will readily give 
the Government all tho money that it 
requires to strengthen the navy and im- 
prove her coast defences. They will take 
care that the burden of the old spirit- 
stirring song, "Britannia rules the waves' 
shall not lie an empty boast. Whether 
her ships are of oak or of steel, she must 

be supreme on the sea. It will be useless 
for small economists to oppose the 
strengthening of the British navy. The 
people are impressed with the importance 
of having for the I'nited Kingdom's defence 
and the defence of the colonies and India, 
the strongest tleet in the world and when 
the British people once make up their 
minds they are bound to carry out their 
determination, 110 matter what obstacle 
Btands ill the way. 



THE TAX ON TRANSPORTATION. 

It was reported that the proposal to 
tax transportation charges applied to 
ocean freights. But this was a miscon- 
ception. The change is merely to ex- 
tend to Great Britain a law with regard 
to transport charges, which before ap- 
plied to all other countries. It hua 
hitherto been the custom to pay duty on 
the transport charges on goods from any 
place inland to tho port at which they 
wore shipped. Suppose a merchant 
bought goods ut Pittsburg which were to 
be shipped at New York, the Canadian 
importer was obliged to pay not only the 
duty on the goods, but the same per cent- 
ago on tho freight from Pittsburg to Now 
York. According to Mr. Powell's bill, 
the Canadian merchant who buys goods 
in Manchester to bo shipped at London 
must ptty duty on the freight from Man- 
chester to London as well as on the goods. 
The reason why this change was made 
was that Germany objected to Great 
Britain being exempt from this Canadian 
tax on transportation charges. By the 
treaty between Great Britain and Ger- 
many tho latter country is to be treat- 
ed by both England and her 
colonies us "a most favored na- 
tion." The exempt inn of England 



from the transportation tax was looked 
upon as a violat ion of this most favored 
nation clause, and Mr. Bowoll had to do 
one of two things- -either to do away with 
the tax altogether, or to outisu it to be 
extended to Great Britair. There are 
many who think that if the Minister ol 
Customs chose the former alternative it 
would be better for Canadian commerce. 
BiitMr. Bowell seldom sins on tho Bide 
of indulgence. What be gels he holds 
and makes the most of. This tax is an 
annoyance to importers, and we do not 
know that it yields a very great deal to 
the revenue, It could have been abol- 
ished without any violat inn of the prin- 
ciple of protection. The protective tax is 
tho tax on the goods and not upon the 
cost of carriage. We Bee that some time 
ago a similar tax was levied by I ho United 
Stalos; in fact tho Dominion law is a 
transcript of the American law. But the 
Americans, who are as staunch protection- 
ists us can be found anywhere, repealed 
this provision of their revenue law and 
also took the tax off "the usual and neces- 
sary sacks, crates, bags or coverings of any 
kind" in which goods are imported. It 
will be Been therefore thai a tax which J treated by oven 



POLITICAL TOLERATION. 

Tho future historian of Canada will find 
great difficulty is forming an estimate of 
the character and abilities of (ho public 
men who lived in tho fast half of tho -lino- 
teenth century. When ho turns Lo tho 
records of tho timo, its newspapers, he 
will find that tho larger number of tho 
men who had been entrusted with tho 
management of the public affairs of tho 
country were either knaves or fools. Men 
steeped to tho lips in corruption who pos- 
sessed just ability enough to know what a 
man's price was, and enterprise enough to 
pay the price at w hich ho was appraised. 
When tho historian searchus another set 
of records he will find tho remainder of 
tho representatives of tho people deserib- 
as a sot of unpatriotic cranks who did not 
know what tho country wanted and whoso 
chief business it was to belittle it in tho 
eyes of tho world. If tho historian takes 
for the truth what one party says of the 
other he will wonder how a country un- 
der tho guidance of such a set of scoun- 
hols and imbeciles did not go to wreck 
uid ruin. Government and Opposition, 
according to these chronicles of tho timo, 
ivere equally incapable and equally dis- 
honest. 

Further investigation would perplex 
the enquirer still more. Be would find 
that tho man whom one sot of newspapers 
described as unfit to bo trusted with tho 
management of tho simplest transaction, 
depicted by tho other set as tho ablest, 
the most disinterested and tho moat up- 
right statesman that was ever trusted by 
ix people. As far as bo could discern 
the praise and the blame were equally 
well deserved. It is easy to see that if 
be had no other sources of information 
than wore afforded by tho partisan jour- 
nals he would never be able to form any- 
thing like a fair estimate of the character 
and capacity of the men of the time of 
either party. A sagacious and an im- 
partial man would very soon see that 
neither one nor the other of the records 
was to bo depended upon that tho public 
men of tho period were not such perfect 
beings as they were painted by their 
friends, nor such monsters of iniquity as 
thoy were depicted by their opponents. 
But to give their proper proportions to 
the distorted portraits of them drawn by 
heir contemporaries would be a work 
no little difficulty. 

Tho people of to-day with regard to 
forming a just estimate of the character 
pf Canada's public men are placed in very 
nearly tho same position as will be the his 
torian of tho future. They get their impres 
sinus of party leaders from what is written 
of them by tho partisans of both sides. 
I'heir friends flatter them and praise 
iverythiug they do and their opponents 
abuse them and wish their readers to be 
novo they never can do anything right, or 
from a proper motive. If a member of 
Parliament is Conservative, ho is praised by 
the Conservative press, and traduced and 
misrepresented in the Liberal journals. 
If he is a Liberal ho is lauded by tho Crit 
papers to the skies, and belittled by th 
["ory prints. How are the people, from 
such contradictory reports, to find out 
what the man really is, The great ma 
jority of thoui never do. Their impres 
siotis of the men gathered from what they 
4cu in the partisan papers are as diller 
out from tho man, as ho is, as night it 
from day. So strong is thepartizan spirit 
in somo places that Liberal* have the 
greatest difficulty in believing that a Con- 
servative can bo an honest, sensible man 
and it is the next thing to impossible t< 
convince the Conservative tint his (iiit 
neighbor is a worthy man, whoso judg- 
ment in ordinary matters is good, and 
whoso moral character is above reproach. 
It sometimes happens that when an ex 
treme partizan of this kind is brought in 
contact with men of opposite political 
(pinions, he is surprised to find them so 
nuch like those of his own party, wit] 
whom lie had, before then, almost exclu 
lively associated. To his surprise ho linds 
them pleasant acquaintances and kindly 
neighbors, and he looks in vain for 
those indications of moral obliquity 
and intellectual feebleness which he had 
believed to bo tho characteristics of 
ill wdio belong to their political party. 
His prejudices gradually disappear, 
( hit " or " Tory," 
are no longer to him 
In fact, the longer he 
the less significance they have. He 
linds that men, whatever their political 
opinions may be, are pretty much the 
same, and he learns to accord to those 
who differ from him m politics the respect 
which ho finds is their due. 

Wo are glad to see that tho day of ex- 
treme partisanship is passing away iii 
Canada, the day when everything that a 
Conservative does is right and everything 
that a Liberal does is wrong, and nr. 
versa. ( hie now and then meets with a 
lierco political bigot, who will not admit 
that the men who differ from him in poli- 
ties are worthy of the slightest considera- 
tion, lie believes that thoy are a pack of 
mercenary scoundrels, who are bound to 
ruin the country, and that it is conse- 
quently little less than a crime to associ- 
ate with them or to treat them with com- 
mon civility. This character is, we are 
happy to say, becoming rare, arid conse- 
quently political contests and political 
controversy are not nearly SO bitter 
and so violent as they were. The 
narrow-minded and intolerant partisan 
has not, however, yet disappeared, 
lie is too frequently found in the 
legislature, on ihu platform and in the 
editor's chair, but he does not possess the 
influence which ho once wielded. People 
are beginning to see through him and to 
got a little tired of him. The partisan 
who is perpetually praising the men on 
Ills own side and blackguarding those on 
the other, who is always declaring that 
his friends are doing right and that his 
opponents are in the wrong, is getting to 
be something of a bore and is sometimes 
his friends with a con- 



of principlo or of earnestness of purpose. 
A man may bo ready to lay down his life 
for tho causo ho advocates, find still treat 
those who conscientiously oppose him 
with every respect. There are two sides 
to nearly overy question, and tho man 
who takes up one side, lot it bo ever so 
earnestly and zealously, has no right to 
treat those who tako tho other with in- 
civility or as if thoy were deadly enemies. 
It, was at Fontonoy, wo think, that tho 
officers of u regiment took off their hats 
and saluted the men who wore advancing 
to attack them. These officers fought 
none the less bravely for being chivalrous. 
So in political contests, leaders and tank 
and file can contend stoutly and por.se- 
voringly for what thoy boliovo to ho tho 
right, without treating those who hold 
different opinions as if thoy wore guilty of 
a crime.

SALT STRING ISLAND. 

(Correspondence of Thk Coi.o-vibt.) 

A very neat and substantial Episcopal 
church has been erected at tho Vesuvius 
settlement, Salt Spring Island. The 
contract was carried out by Mr. Karl 
Walker from plans which wore propared 
and presented by Mr. Wilson (Fisher & 
Wilson) of Victoria. The church, which 
is built of (line wood, provides sitting ac- 
commodation for about one hundred peo- 
ple. It has been erected almost entirely 
by tho efforts of the settlers themselves, 
each one contributing according to his 
ability; those who were unable to con- 
tribute money showed their sympathy in 
tho work by clearing tho site, hauling the 
lumber, etc. The site was given by Mr. 
H. Stevens. The bell was presented by 
Mr. Win. Walker of Bristol, England. 
The church warden (Mr. Purdy), has won 
the admiration of all by his untiring 
energy on behalf of the cause. 

An effort is now being made to raise 
tho necessary funds for providing furni- 
turo for the church. That the services 
are appreciated may be seen from the 
fact thai the majority of tho settlors are 
present whenever divine service is held; 
some of the most regular attendants com- 
ing a distance of eight miles. 

DAILY MARKING. 

To the Editor: — Now the question of 
daily marking in our Rchools is attracting 
so much attention, 1 think perhaps the 
system of marking used in the girla's high 
schools of England would be ot interest. 

As far as 1 remember it was the out- 
come of one of the annual meetings of 
tho head mistresses of tho English high 
schools; it is supposed to bo much more 
simple and so take less time, and is also 
considered more accurate than the old 
system. 

There are four classes, A, B, C, D. Sup- 
pose 100 to be the full number of marks 
obtainable, all pupils getting 75 marks or 
over (three- fourths which in the Cam- 
bridge local examinations entitles to the 
star distinguished) would be put into A 
class, or receive an A, those getting BO 
and ovor (or one-half marks in Cambridge 
examinations passed) go in B class, those 
obtaining 25 to 50 go in C class, tho re- 
mainder into D. 

At the end of the term or for tho 
monthly report the As, Bs, C's and Ds of 
each pupil are added together. Tho pupil 
ia placed in A, B, C or D class according 
to the number earned in the term. 

This does away with the great difficulty 
of deciding to one mark the value of each 
pupil's work and so makes classification 
much easier for the teacher and also does 
away with the unwholesome desiro of tho 
pupil to win at tho expense of the others. 
All can bo in A class and the honor is none 
tho less.

THE BIBLE SOCIETY. 

To the Editor: — We have a branch of 
tho Canadian Biblo Society in this city, 
and as tho lady collectors find many on 
whom they call ignorant of the Society's 
work, and so unwilling to help it, 1 think 
it right to acquaint your renders with n 
few facts which will, J trust, lead to their 
taking a personal interest in the Society's 
work. The Canadian Society is affiliated 
with the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
whuso headquarters are in London, Eng., 
and whose solo work is tho spreading of 
the Bible over tho earth. Tho parent 
society has been in existence since 1804, 
and has accomplished a wonderful work. 
Its issue of bibles and portions last year 
amounted to over four million copies, 
printed in 286 different languages, and 
its income amounted to one million two 
hundred thousand dollars. Tho Canadian 
Society dates from 182'J and lias grown 
steadily throughout the Dominion along 
with other similar institutions. The in- 
come of tho Canadian Society last year 
was thirty-two thousand dollars, which 
was spent in providing bibles for the peo- 
ple of Canada and in helping the parent 
Society. For many years tho Rev. R. 
Jahlieson has acted as the agent of the 
Society for this province, but lias now re- 
tired after doing a noble work. .1 have 
undertaken his duties, and have spent a 
week recently on tho mainland visiting 
tho various blanches and establishing two 
new branches at Kamloopa and Chilli- 
whack. There are now six branches in 
tho province, and I am sorry to say Vie 
toria does not take the lead yet, in tho 
amount of her contributions or the general 
interest of the people in tho work. Already 
Westminster surpasses us, and Vancouver 
has tho same ambition in this respect as 
in other things, and 1 trust we will at 
once claim our place in tho front as bo- 
comes us as tho centro of tho wealth of 
tho province as well as of the population. 
Wo propose holding our annual meeting 
on Monday the 25th of March, and so far 
wo have como far short of tho amount 
collected last year, and wo therefore trust 
!.:! who prize the Word of God will givo 
thoir mite to help forward tho good work. 
Tho Society is strictly unseotarian and has 
ever among its directors representatives 
of ail the Protestant churches.

MILITARY FUNERAL AT CORK. 

On the morning of Thursday, Dccemhor 
27, 1888, at 10 a.m., a military party co'li- 
Bisting of about two hundred men of the 
Scotch Rities, togothor with their band 
and pipers, and a number of the Welch 
reginiont, tho whole being under tho com- 
mand of Major Lummox, and Lieutenants 
Portor and Bliss, proceeded to tho Clan- 
mire Btation of tho Great WeBtorn & 
Southern Railway, for tho purpose of ac- 
companying tho remains of tho lato 
Surgeon-Major Thomas Kingston of the 
army medical staff who died at Dublin on 
the 24th iust, to thoir last resting place in 
the picturesque graveyard adjoining Black 
Rock church. 

Tho deceased officer, who was only in 
his 40th year, was the sixth son of the late 
John Kingston, Esq., of Ashton Place, 
Black Rock. Ho had served many years 
in India, and was on active Bon ice in 
Egypt during tho operations at Stiakin in 
L885, for which he received tho Egyptian 
medal with clasp and Khedive's star. 

Hia death in Dublin was quite unex- 
pected. Although Buffering from a severe 
throat diseasr he wont to Dublin by the 
night mail of tho 21st Dec. CEdema of 
gottis developed during tho night journey 
and on arrival at tho Grosvenor Hotel 
respiration was suddenly stopped by t.l 
swelling. Dr. Lentaino was called in and 
promptly performed tracheotomy, thereby 
saving the patient's life for the time. 
Eventually, however, ho Buccumbed to 
the original disease The deceased 
otlicer was very popular among all with 
whom he camo in contact. 

The funeral cortege proceeded 
in the following order, viz: 
The Scotch Rilles, marching four deep, 
with arms reversed, followed by their 
band and pipers, who preceded tho coffin, 
which was covered with the Union Jack, 
surmounted with tho deceased officer's 
head dress and accoutrements, as also 
several beautiful wreaths of (lowers. The 
pall-bearers wero Major Wilson, Surgeon 
Kerin, Lieut. Rhodes, and Sergeant- 
Major Riordan. Immediately in rear of 
the coffin came the mourners, as follows: 
Mr. Samuel Kingston, solr. ; Rev. John 
Lindsay, Mr. S. P. Lindsay, solr.; and 
Mr. R. Pratt, J. P., and finally a number 
of carriages. 

Tho route taken was by King street, 
through Patrick street, over Parnell 
bridge (I suppose Mettle bridge) and 
thehco to Black Rock, the baud and pipers 
playing alternately tho "Doad March," 
tho solemn strains intermingling with tho 
roll of miillled drums. On arrival at the 
church the usual burial service was gone 
through, after which the coffin was borne 
to the grave and lowered into the vault, 
and tho solemn ceremony terminated with 
the customary three volleys tired over the 
grave. 

In consequence of the short intimation 
given a great many friends who would 
have liked to have attended were unable 
to do so. 

Tho officiating clergymen wero the 
Revs. John Lindsay and" Cation Smyth. 
Tho doceasod was a brother of William 
Kingston, of Lucyville, Cowichan.- Com.

Children Cry for Pitcher's Caitoruu 



Tho third colonist party of tho season 
loft Toronto yesterday for Manitoba and 
the Northwest. There were about Live 
hundred passengers and one hundred and 
twenty-ouo cars of settlers' effects. 

The establishment of Priestman & Co., 
Toronto stock brokers, was raided yester- 
day, and seven persons arrested on a 
charge of keeping or frequenting common 
gaming houses. The polico allego the 
place is a bucket shop. 

News comes from Prince Albert to tho 
efl'ect that two trappers, brothers, have 
been found dead uf starvation at Deer 
Lake. 

Miss Lizzie Prosser, of Toronto, was 
run ovor and killed by a train at West 
Toronto junction on Tuesday night. 

New York, March 11. — Despatches re- 
ceived to-day from Pittsburg stated that a 
proposition had been made to the Tebu- 
antupec Ship Land Company to complete 
the Panama Canal. Also, that a meeting 
with representatives of the Panama Canal 
Company would bo held this week. The 
latter representatives state, however, that 
there is no truth in these despatches. 

Sacramento, Cal., March 11.— This 
forenoon, Tommy Powers, aged nine 
years, and Prank Denny, aged fourteen, 
went out into the river to examine some 
fish lines. Their boat upset, and Denny 
was rescued, but Powers was drowned. 

Colton, Cal., March 11. — Stephen 
Franklin's blacksmith shop was blown up 
this morning by tho accidental discharge 
of some giant powder, which became ig- 
nited from a spark from the forgo. Sev- 
eral persons were injured. 

MrLWAUKXE, March 11, — The examina- 
tion of the Chinamen charged with ruin- 
ing young girls had not been concluded 
at tho time the court adjourned this even- 
ing. The testimony is of the strongest 
possible character, and they will undoubt- 
edly be held for trial. Aftor smashing 
the doors and windows of a number of 
Chinese laundries this afternoon, the 
crowd dispersed, and no further disturb- 
ance has been reported. The feeling 
against tho Chinese is growing in bitter- 
ness as tho enormity of their crimes is be- 
ing revealed. 

Bismarck, March 12. — The case against 
Archibald O. Curran and James M. Leon- 
ard, charged with smuggling opium from 
Canada, was called in tiio United States 
Court yesterday. Leonard was a Denver 
man, to whom the opium was consigned, 
and brought it to this point during the 
last few weeks. He is said to be wealthy. 
Tho opium in tho box shipped by Curran 
is valued at over $20,000. Curran testi- 
fied that ho was shipping opium for an- 
other man, who brought it from Canada 
to Dakota, and whose name lie does not 
give. Miss Mary Carey, station agent for 
the Manitoba at Botheau, Dak., whore 
tho opium was shipped to St. Paul, testi- 
fied that Curran made the shipments. 

Tacoma, W. T., March 12. — The case 
of W. M. White, charged with the mur- 
der of J. M. McMillan, 1885, came up for 
trial for tho third time in the district 
court to-day. At the first trial in July, 
1885, tho jury disagreed; on July 3rd, 
three days later, lie was found guilty in 
tho second degree and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary. He served one 
year. In tho meantime tho case was ap- 
pealed to tho supreme court, with the 
result that an order was made for a new 
trial. Wliito waB released on 88,000 bail. 
The indictmont against Whito was 
quashed on account of women sitting on 
tho grand jury. Last July Whito was 
indicted a;/ain, and is now on trial on that 
indictment 

Columbus, O.j March 13. — At a joint 
convention of miners and mine operators 
to-day, the operators of Indiana demanded 
a reduction of 20 cents per ton under last 
year's wages. The miners would not 
listen to this and tho result was that the 
Indiana operators withdrew from the con- 
vention stating that it was impossible for 
them to agree to tho terms proposed by 
tho miners. Efforts are being made to 
bring about a reconciliation. Tho min- 
ors and operators of Ohio and Indiana 
show a disposition to adjust their differ- 
ences, but no definite action was reached 
to-day. The convention will moot again 
to-morrow.

The Vancouver Street Railway Com- 
pany's bill, which passed the committee 
of the local parliament yesterday, pro- 
vides that the ears may be operated by 
electric motor power if desired, it being 
the intention of tho Vancouver Company 
to adopt tho most modern and must satis- 
factory motive force for tho propulsion of 
their cars. The dynamos will be stationed 
on the opposite side of the Inlet from 
Vancouver, and tho power carried to the 
city under tho Inlet, by cable. 

Alberta Cattle Tor Urllisli Columbia. 

Columbian: Cattle have often been 
shipped from the interior of British Col- 
umbia to tho Northwest Territories, but 
tho first shipment is yet to bo made from 
the Northwest to British Columbia. Nuxt 
week the first consignment of Alberta 
cattle will arrive in this city from Calgary. 
It will consist of a full train loud, con- 
signed to Van Volkenburgh Bros. A few 
years ago a bulk of the beef supply came 
from Oregon, but our own country is de- 
veloping so rapidly that there is no neces- 
sity now to go abroad for either boef or 
mutton. This shipment of Alberta cattle 
will bring tho ranchers of British Colum- 
bia and the Northwest into active compe- 
tition. 

Episcopal I'alacc at Westminster. 

It is understood His Lordship Bishop 
Sillitoe has arranged for tho erection of 
an episcopal palace on Blackwood street, 
opposite the residence of 1. B. Fisher, 
Esq. The palace will bo of ample pro- 
portions and imposing architecture and in 
every way a credit to tho city. One or 
two district churches will bo built to re- 
lieve the pressure on tho present accom- 
modation of Holy Trinity church. Tho 
boll tower will shortly bo seen towering 
above the church, ami wo predict that be 
fore another year passes the chimes will 
calling tho people to prayer. The good 
bishop is indefatigable in his eiibrts for 
tho spiritual welfare of his people, and bo 
is greatly and unceasingly beloved and re- 
spected by all creeds and classes through- 
out his extensive diocese. — Columbian.

During the discussion of Mr. Beaven's 
amended Municipalities Bill, in committee 
of tho Provincial Parliament, yesterday, 
it was proposed to extend to women the 
right to occupy municipal offices, either 
as mayors or aldermen. Tho justice and 
desirability of tho proposed amendment 
was championed by tho hon. member for 
Esquimalt, Mr. Higgins, who contended 
thut women were fully competent to act 
in either of tho capacities referred to— they 
were showing that they were, in several 
cities of the United Kingdom, and at the 
alderman ic board of the city of London. 
As women were taxed, and were allowed 
to vote, they should be allowed to hold 

office. Tho proposal to extend the right 
of woman to hold office finally came to a 
vote, and was defeated on a vote of (j to 6. 



A Hail Hun. 

Jim Johnson, a colored man, whose 
home is over tho Sound, formed thu ac- 
quaintance of a Fort Rupert Indian 
named Sam on the Sound steamer coming 
to Victoria cm Wednesday. Telling the 
Indian that lie had money, he was allowed 
to accompany his rod skinned friend to 
his homo, one of the Stronach cabins on 
Herald street. Hon; ho succeeded in 
getting Sam drunk, and then relieved him 
of some SLiO in cash. The Indian was not 
so drunk that ho could not resist, and in 
the struggle the negro drew a knife and 
stabbed the Indian, once in tho nock and 
once over the eye. Oflicor Thomas was 
given a description of tho robbor, and 
succeeded in running him down, and he 
was yesterday morning brought before the 
police magistrate and committed for trial. 
He does not deny his guilt, but doos nol 
think ho will got "more'n five years." 

To Bend (he Sheriff to .lull. 

In the Supremo Court yesterday, Mr. 
T. Davie, Q. C, and Mr. Hett, counsel 
for Mr. Boscowitz, applied for tho com- 
mittal of tho sheriff for contempt of court. 
The ground for the motion was basud on 
tho service of a writ of execution at the 
instance of Mr. Henry Saunders, upon tho 
steamer Barbara Boscowitz, the steamer 
being at tho time in tho hands of the re- 
ceiver, Mr. Provost, Mr. Sherill' Mc- 
Millan, through his counsel, Mr. S. Perry 
Mills, claimed that Mr. Provost had ro- 
tired from the position of receiver, and 
had informed him so, ami ho thereupon 
served the writ of execution. Mr. Taylor, 
for Mr. Honry Saunders, >vas also heard, 
and the learned Chief Justice hold that 
the shurill was liable for contempt. It bo- 
mg understood thai ho was to retire from 
possession at once, however, no order for 
committal was given, The sheriff having 
withdrawn, the sale of tho Boscowitz by 
auction will take place to-day. 



PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 
Third Si'SBlon of the Fifth Parliament. 
T\VENT\ -THIRD DAY. 

Thukhday, March 14. 

Mr. Speaker Pocley took the chair at 
2:15 o'clock, p.m. 

Prayers wore road by the Rev. J. E. 
Starr. 

PETITION'S. 

Col. Baker presented the petition of 
James Rudge and others, relative to a cor- 
tain clausu in the "Mineral Act." Laid on 
tho table. 

Mr. Martin stated that he had received 
a petition from certain of his constitu- 
ents, exactly similar in contents to those 
ruled out of order by Mr. Speaker a few 
days before. It was addressed to tho 
Lieut. -Governor in Council, and he was 
therefore aware that it would bo ruled 
out of order, but still would have to pro- 
sent it, as his constituents so desired. 

RECEIVING PETITIONS. 
The petition of Thomas Shotbolt and 
other druggists of Victoria, opposing Bill 
No. 24, relating to poisons, was read and 
ordered to be printed. 

REPORTS. 

The select standing committee on stand- 
ing orders and private bills recommended 
that the petition of the company desirous 
of draining Burnaby Lake bo received, 
although all standing orders in relation to 
advertisement in local papers had not 
been complied with. Tho committee also 
recommended that the standing orders be 
BUSpended to allow the city of Victoria to 
present a petition relative to tho amend- 
ment of tho "Official Map Act." Report 
on motion received. 

AN INDIAN TROUBLE. 

Mr. Fry moved, seconded by Mr. Mar- 
tin, that a select committee be appointed, 
with power to call for persons, papers, 
maps, and records, and to report to this 
House, to enquire into all matters relat- 
ing to tho west half of section 11, range 2, 
Cowichan district, sold by the Crown on 
16th November, 1870, and which said 
piece of laud is claimed by the Indians, 
as forming part of tho Indian reserve at 
Cowichan. Tho said committee to he 
composed of T. Davie, Martin, Bole, 
Croft and the mover. 

The hon. mover said that while tho 
matter appeared very simple on its face, 
it was in reality ono of great, importance. 
The land in question has been disposed of 
by Crown grant, but the owner had never 
been allowed to take possession, the In- 
dians retaining the land and resisting any 
encroachment thereon by force. If it was 
an ordinary case, it could bo settled by 
law in the usual manner, but it was not 
an ordinary case. If the owner attempt- 
ed to take possession the Indians would 
resist to the death, and murder would un- 
doubtedly bo done. 

Tho resolution carried. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Martin rose to a question of priv- 
ilege. An item contained in the Times 
relative tu the examinations in Kamloops 
was incorrect. It had evidently been 
taken from the Kamloops Sentinel, which 
latter paper had misreported him. 
When iu tho interior a short time ago 
ho was interviewed by many of his con- 
stituents, asking him why ho had not 
movod some amendment to the school 
act in reference to examinations being 
held in the interior. Tho statement that 
an order-in-couucil had boon passed was 
incorrect, What ho had stated to the 
Sentinel was that he had spoken to the 
provincial secretary about the matter, and 
was informed that it was not necessary to 
amend the act, hut that it, could bo done 
by an order-in-cuuncil, and it was under 
the earnest consideration of the govern- 
ment. 

PUBLIC SCHOOL BILL. 

The report of committee upon the 
Public School Bill, No. 0, (Hon. Mr. 
Robson) came up for consideration. 

Owing to several clerical errors in the 
notices of amendments, the consideration 
of the report was dropped. 

VANCOUVER STREET RAILWAY. 

On motion of Mr. Ladner, in the ab- 
sence of tho hon. member for New West- 
minster City, the House went into com- 
mittee, with Mr. Mason in the chair, 
upon the Vancouver Street Railway Bill. 

The committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments, the report to 
bo considered at tho next sitting of the 
House. 

M UNICII'A LITI E8 III 1. 1.. 

Tho House went into committee, with 
Mr. Semlin in the chair, upon the Munici- 
palities Bill (Mr. Beaven). Tho com- 
mittee rose at 5:45, reported progress, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

BURNABY LAKE IMPROVEMENT CO. 

Mr. Hole asked leave to introduco a 
bill to incorporate the Burnaby Lake 
Improvement Co. 

The standing orders wero, on motion, 
suspended, in order that the report of the 
private bills committee's might be adopt- 
ed forthwith. 

The report was then, 011 motion, 
adopted. 

Leave was granted to introduce the 
bill to incorporate tho Burnaby Lake Im- 
provement Co, Bill road a tirst time, 
and referred to the standing committee 
on private hills. 

THE TIME EXTENDED, 

On motion of Col. Baker the standing 
orders weru suspended in order that tho 
time for presenting private bills might bo 
extended for one week. 

On motion, tho time for presenting 
private bills was extended until Friday, 
March 22nd. 

THE OFFICIAL MAP ACT. 

Mr. Beaven asked leave to introduco a 
bill to amend tho Official Map Act of 
the City of Victoria. Leave granted. 

Bill read a tirst time, and referred 
to the standing committee oil private 
bills. 

House rose to sit ugaiu to-day at the 
usual hour. 

NOTICE OF MOTION. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — To move that 
an order of the House be granted for a 
return of tho number of cusos, description 
of work, time employed, and amount of 
salary or otherwise paid to tho ollicial 
stenographer to date. 

Col. Baker — To move that the eleventh 
report of tho committee on standing or- 
ders and private bills be adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — To move, on tho con- 
sideration of the report on Bill No. 9 en- 
titled "An Act to amend the 'Public 
School Act,' " tho following as a now 
clause: 

"(!).) With the sanction of the Liou- 
tenant-Governor in Council, for cause to 
summarily suspend from teaching any 
teacher, and to cancel for cnusu tho cer- 
tificate of qualification of any teacher until 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council shall 
confirm or disallow his action in suspend- 
ing such teacher; and the cancellation or 
suspension of a teacher's certificate, when 
confirmed by tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, shall release tho school trustees 
of tho district in which such teacher may 
be employed from any obligation to con- 
tinue to employ him as such teacher."

Mr. Bolo — To move 011 consideration of 
report on Vancouver Stroot Railway 
Company's bill, that it be re-committed 
for the purposo of inserting between the 
words "direct" and "and," in line G of 
section 10 of said hill, the words, "and 
under and subject to any by-laws made in 

pursuance thereof," and to strike out all 



words following the word "highways," 
in line 1'2 and down to, ind including, 
tho word "thereof," in lino 13 of said 
section. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Martin — To ask tho hon, tho At 
torney-General: "Is it within the power 
of tho provincial government to establish 
a imiuon on any lands within the twenty 
mile belt. 



BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

An adjourned mooting of tho city 
council was held last evening in the 
mayor's otlice. Aid. Vigolius in the chair, 
and Aid. MoKillican, Coughlan, Styles, 
Wilson. Oooducre and Harrison, present. 

TENDERS. 

Tenders %vore received and opened for 
the blasting of rock on Yates street. 

Action was about to bo taken, when 
Mayor Grant arrived, and deciding that 
an adjourned meeting must be held in the 
council chamber, the Board ascended tho 
corkscrew, and his worship took his seat. 

Thu tenders for blasting rock 011 fates 
street wore again read, and the contract 
awarded to 11. II. McDonald, whose ten- 
der, the lowest, was for S-.^O per cubic 
yard. 

Tenders for grading, cambering, etc., 
on Superior street, were noxt opened, 
and the contract awarded to the lowest 
bidder, Mr. John Cox, for $249.50. 

Aid. Harrison inquired if the work of 
laying stono crossings, which hail boon let 
by tender to Mr. Hugh McDonald, was 
being proceeded with. 

Aid. Vigolius replied that the work was 
in hand. 

STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 

The streot committee presented a report 
recommending various improvements on 
streets and sidewalks, advising that cer- 
tain streets bo oponod up, and that action 
in regard to thu opening up of others be 
deferred. It was advised that Dallas Road 
ho graded, from Moiizies street. 

It was moved that the report ho adopted. 

Aid. Styles objected to a six foot side- 
walk on Government stroet. An eight 
foot walk at least, was desirable. lie 
moved to amend tho report in this respect. 

Aid. Vigolius censured Aid. Styles for 
not attending tho meetings, or interesting 
himself in the work of the work of the 
streot committee, Ho hoped that Aid. 
Styles would assist tlio chairman and other 
members of the streot committee as they 
hail assisted him in past years. 

Aid. Styles thought, that Aid. Vigolius 
might have been courteous enough to have 
shown him tho report before presenting 
it, even if ho had not been present at the 
committee meeting. It could have been 
shown to him before the council took 
their seats. 

Aid. Coughlan thought that the amend- 
ment would meet with ho opposition. A 
six-foot sidewalk was certainly too narrow 
for the principal streets and he did not 
think tho committee would favor it. 

Aid. Harrison and Wilson were in favor 
of referring the report back to the com- 
mittee for amendment. 

Aid. Styles thought that there were 
other matters in the report besides the 
Government street sidewalk, which 
should be ohangid, He would like to 
know what amount of money it was pro- 
posed to spend on tho Dallas road im- 
provements. 

Aid. Wilson remarked that it looked as 
if the city had an interest iu some saw- 
mill. In some outlying parts of the city 
sidewalks were much wider than wero re- 
quired. 

Rambling discussion became the order 
of the day, but was finally terminated by 
the mayor ruling that everyone was out 
of order. 

The amendment was put and carried, 
tho Government street sidewalk to be 
made ten feet iu width. 

Til L KAISOW's DESERTERS. 

A voluminous report was received from 
the police magistrate, Hon. A. N. Rich- 
ards, Q.C., in re the committal to jail of a 
number of seamen of the bark Kaisow, 
charged with desertion, this report being 
iu response to communications from the 
Board of Trade and Attorney (ienoral. 
The prisoners, it will be remembered, ob- 
tained their release, owing to some cleri- 
cal error in the warrant of commitment, 
Tho police magistrate in his report hold 
that tho clerical error referred to— the non- 
erasure of tho name of Edwin Johnson, a 
former police magistrate— did not affect 
the legality of the conviction. A large 
number of authorities wore quoted in sup- 
port of the opinion that the conviction could 
not legally bo quashed on the ground of 
the clerical error. Hon. Mr. Richards 
also contended that notice should have 
boon given to himself, as well as tho 
prosecutor in the case, before the prison- 
ers could bo discharged. In tho case of 
the deserting sudors, who were only de- 
tained until their ship was ready to sail, 
they could havo obtained their discharge 
on tho ground that their articles were 
defective. In concluding his report, the 
police magistrate condemned the action of 
the supreme court judges in discharging 
prisoners, as in tho case in question, 
without giving notice to the committing 
magistrate, as liable to impair tho useful- 
ness of the police court. 

On motion of Aid. Wilson and Vigolius, 
the report was referred to the Victoria 
Board of Trade to bo examined and re- 
turned. 

Aid. Wilson said that the real fact in 
tho case was that tho men wer-5 discharged 
owing to tho defects in tho articles under 
which they sailed. 

Mayor (J rant- remarked that, there wai 
no doubt but that tho Supreme Court 
judges wore wrong. The real reason tho 
men were committed was because they 
had no money to defend themselves. He 
thought that the police magistrate had 
looked carefully into tho question, and ho 
had no doubt lie was right in his opinion. 

DEPTH OK CELLARS. 

A report from the city «urvoyor rela- 
tive to tho depth of cellars, was, on mo- 
tion, received and filed. 

AN INTERMEDIATE REPORT 

The city auditor submitted an inter- 
mediate report of receipts and expendi- 
ture for the months of January and Feb- 
ruary. 

Receipts for tho two months wore shown 
to bo §20,550.71 ; expenditure, 817,- 
112.24. 

On motion <>f Aid. Stylos, the report 
was received and filed. 

THE NORTHERN I'ARic. 

The park cominitteo, to whom was re- 
ferred the question of the advisability of 
establishing a recreation ground in the 
northern part of the city, referred tho 
matter back to the city, together with tho 
offer of Mr. Haywood in regard to it dona- 
tion of land. 

As nothing could be done until tho peo- 
ple had an opportunity of voting on tho 
question, as it involved a considerable 
oxpondituro of money, the report of tho 
conimitteo was roceivod and tabled. 
SANITARY REPORT. 

The sanitary committee recommended 
the alteration and repair of drains in 
various parts of tho city. Also that tho 
dumping ground on Cook street be aban- 
doned. 

Aid. Styles objected to the laying of a 
certain vitrified pipe drain in one part of 
the city, and thought, that tho report 
should have been referred to tho streot 
committee. Ho had not signed the re- 
port. 

Aid. Harrison explained tho necessity 
of the vitrified pipe drain referred to. It 
was in the neighborhood of tho Central 
School, and »u open drain would soon 



bocomo blocked with tho pieces of paper 
dropped by scholars going and coming. 

In rogard to tho proposal to prevent 
the scavengers from continuing to dump 
oll'onsive mattor on Cook street, Aid. 
Styles wanted to know where else it could 
be deposited. 

Aid. Harrison told of a good place near 
Henley's Point, whero the matter could 
he dumped into tho doep sea. Ho had been 
informed that the most oll'onsivo matter 
collected by the scavengers was sold to 
tho Chinese gardeners. This, bethought, 
was a more fruitful source of disease than 
had sewerage. 

Mayor Grant supported Aid. Harrison's 
view of this question. 

On motion the report was referred back 
to the sanitary committee, who wero re- 
quested to consult with the street com- 
initteo on thu matters reforrod to. 

SANITARY OFFICERS UErOUT. 

Tho sanitary officer's roport for tho 
month was roceivod, and referred to the 
street committee. 

BEACON HILL PARK. 

Aid. Goodacro moved that tondors bo 
called for, offering §200 for the best land- 
scape design for tho laying out of Beacon 
Hill Park, designs to bo iu keeping with 
improvements already made. 

The resolution was carried. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

On motion, it was resolved that tho 
poundkeeper be sworn in as a special con- 
stable. 

Aid. Wilson and Harrison gavo notice 
of their intention to move that a perman- 
ent assessor ho appointed. 

Mayor Grant dwelt upon the necessity 
of getting tho assessment work in hand 
without delay, and was proceeding to dis- 
cuss the question when 

Aid. Coughlan remarked, "1 thought 
this was not open to discussion." 

Mayor Grant— My position is different 
from that of an alderman. 

Aid. Coughlan- -Well, if there is going 
to he any talk on this question, 1 am going 
to have my "say" about it. 

Mayor Grant— The mattor is not under 
discussion. I can bring it up, and speak 
about it, for your guidance however. 1 
havo already given you my opinion on 
this matter. 

Aid. Coughlan— All the other members 
wero speaking, and when I rose you called 
mo to order. 

Mayor G rank— I have already told you 
the question was not under discussion. 

The discussion thereupon dropped. 

On motion, the finance committee wero 
instructed to make the necessary arrange- 
ments with regard to tho bonds required 
from tho city treasurer. 

THE PARE KEEPER'S QUARREL. 

The park committee presented a report 
recommending that Mr. Webb, the park 
keeper, bo given one month's notice that 
his services are no longer required. 

Aid. Wilson thought that the park- 
keeper was a faithful and hard-working 
servant of the city. All tho complaints 
against him were made because ho would 
not allow anyoiio to remove gravel, sod, 
etc., from tho park. lie (Aid. Wilson) 
knew nothing about his quarrel with 
Wagg. 

Aid. Stylos referred to the quarrel be- 
tween Webb and Wagg, who almost came 
to blows, on ono occasion, while the park 
committee were visiting the park. He 
thought that both should be discharged. 

Tho resolution was carried, and the 
council adjourned at 10:20 p.m.
